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PREFACE. 



Various attempts have been made, at different 

periods, to bring into use the devotional exercises 

of eminent men of former ages. If, however, 

antient prayers are given unaltered, they are 

found, in most instances, to contain passages which, 

from their peculiarity of thought or style, are 

unsuited to the present day. The redundancies 

of some, the quaintness of others, the involved 

sentences, and often the florid phraseology, render 

them unfit for general use. Such a collection, 

->> although of the highest interest in itself, would be 

^ of little service as a manual of family devotion. 

r^ On the other hand, a mere paraphrase, or trans- 

°^ lation of an old prayer into modern phraseology, 

o would offend against good taste and right feeling. 

A happy medium has recently been shown, in 

^ the case of the favourite hymn,- " Jerusalem the 
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Golden," which consists of certain passages se- 
lected and freely translated, from a poem of 
3,000 lines, written in the twelfth century. 

These remarks, however, chiefly apply to the 
older pieces of the following collection. In these, 
selection and adaptation has been the rule; though 
the author's text has been, as far as possible, 
adhered to. The names given are those which 
are commonly attached to the prayers ; but there 
are cases in which the same prayer appears in 
various forms among the works of various writers, 
and the real authorship is matter of doubt. 

The prayers of more recent times are given 
with closer adherence to the text, though even 
here the quaintness of the Elizabethan days and 
the diffuseness of more modern writers have been 
occasionally pruned down. The liberties taken 
have been generally confined to abridgment, the 
exclusion of obsolete expressions, redundant 
imagery, and figures of speech which to modern 
ears would be scarcely intelligible. The object 
kept in view throughout has been to produce a 
volume of Prayers adapted to Family Use.

Grant to them peace, health, and salva- 
tion ; and the prayers which they make for us, 
and we for them, receive into Thy holy place.

We have followed the course of this world 
in pride of living, in deceitfulness, hatred, 
uncleanness, in envy and backbiting, in dis- 
trust and misbelief. We have misused the 
senses of our bodies, which Thou hast given 
us to use to Thy honour and glory, and to 
the edification and profit of our neighbours. 

But in what manner soever we have 
offended and sinned against Thy eternal 
Majesty, whether by day or by night, yea 
even from our childhood unto this day, we 
are heartily sorry, O merciful God, and we 
beseech Thee of Thine infinite mercy to 
grant unto us Thine abundant grace, that we 
may die unto the world ; and, putting off the 
old man, may go forward in newness of life. 
Strengthen us in humility of heart, in perfect 
love, hope, and trust in Thee. Give us grace 
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to desire Thee only, in Thee only to rejoice ;

Prepare the way for Thy glorious grace, by 
purifying the whole visible Church from all 
superstition, false doctrine, and unchristian 
practice ; by uniting believers in holy love 
and harmony; and by rendering all pastors 
of Thy flock wise, humble, faithful, zealous, 
and laborious. Stay the progress of infidelity 
and apostasy, and raise up able champions 
for Thy truth, who may contend earnestly 
and effectually for the faith once delivered 
unto the saints. 

Give us grace, we beseech Thee, to enter

from the snares of the world, and defended 
against the assaults of Satan ; may we watch 
over our hearts, govern our passions, and 
bridle our tongues ; and may we be helped 
by Thee in all things to glorify Thy name, 
through Jesus Christ, Thy beloved Son, our 
Mediator and Redeemer.
